Editor's note: In this issue, The 
Romulus News completes its focus on 
candidates for Romulus City Council 
with profiles of incumbents Randy Gear, 
Debbie Romak, and Bill Wadsworth. 
Randy Gear 

_ As the current Mayor Pro Tem and 
City Council Chairman, Randy Gear is 
one of the Romulus political scene's 
most recognizable figures. 

Asked why he is seeking office once 
again, the lifelong Romulus resident 
replied, "I really enjoy helping the citi- 
zens of my home town and working with 
business people who are considering a 
move to Romulus.” 

Among Gear's priorities, ifreelected, 
will be continuing the City's current em- 
phasis on street improvements. 

"I'm really proud of what we've ac- 
complished on Goddard Road," he 


stated. "| know that the work posed an 


inconvenience for many people — espe- 
cially since there were numerous de- 
lays because of obstacles that the City 
was unaware of — but | believe that the 
inconvenience was worth it in the long 
run. | foresee great things for our down- 
town area in the near future.” 

Another area with a bright future, 
says Gear, is the proposed Metro World 
Centre development. 

"The completion of the Vining Road 
interchange and the proposed Tanger 
retail facility will create a solid founda- 
tion for future development there," he 
explained.

Gear is especially excited about all 
the new residential development in 
Romulus. | 

"Our city government's increased 
emphasis on residential growth is pay- 
ing off," he smiled. "It gives me great 
pleasure to see vacant fields now turn- 
ing into family areas.” 

Because of this flourishing growth, 
Gear also favors establishing afull-time 
fire department. 

"The development of new single- 
family dwellings and future high-rises, 
as well as other large commercial and 
industrial complexes, will mean a much 
bigger burden for our firefighters,” he 
said. "The department will need full- 
time personnel to deal with these in- 
creased demands. Bigger, better, and 
more modern equipment — such as a 
large hook-and-ladder truck (which 
would make it easierforfirefighters deal- 
ing with high-rise fires) — will also be a 
necessity. 

"Thankfully," he continued, "this 
same increase in development, with its 
accompanying growth in our city's tax 
base, should generate the funds needed 
to improve our fire department without 
an increase in millage.” 

Other Gear priorities include: 

° supporting more effective enforce- 
ment of City ordinances, such as the 
removal of "junk cars’; 

* maintaining the City’s current em- 
phasis on the demolition of aban- 
doned homes; 
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‘Councilman Bill Wadsworth 


- continuing to support improvements 
in the Romulus Police Department, 
where an increase in personnel, 
upgrade in facilities and equipment, 
and focus on programs such as 
Neighborhood Watch have, he be- 
lieves, made Romulus a better, safer 
place to live; 

- keeping Romulus environmentally 
safe; and 

° working with Wayne County to bring 
long-anticipated Airport noise miti- 
gation plans to final fruition. 

Among the organizations which 
have endorsed Gear are the 13th Con- 
gressional District Democratic Club, the 
Metro Wayne Democratic Club, and 
numerous trade unions such as the 
AFL-CIO and UAW Region 1-A. 

After graduating from Romulus High 
School in 1969, Gear went on to the 
University of Michigan, earning aB.S. in 
vocational education in 1973 and an 
M.S. inthe same area of study in 1981. 
Most recently, Gear received a Special- 
ist Degree in education administration 
from Wayne State University in 1996. 

Gear's entire professional career 
has been spent in the Detroit Public 
Schools, where he has taught subjects 
such as art, social science, English, 
health education, and career education 
since 1973. In 1987, he was named 
"Teacher of the Year" for the City of 
Detroit, Wayne County, and the State of 
Michigan:

As a young person growing up in 
Romulus, | heard our national leaders 
speak about the "silent majority.” Now, 
as an adult seeking public office, | am 
becoming more and more convinced 
that there is a"silent majority” right here 
in Romulus. 
Or so | hope. 
As|have campaigned for City Coun- 
cilover the last few months, | have been 
both encouraged and dismayed. | have 
been encouraged that there seems to 
be a great number of residents who 
want a positive change on Council, yet 
dismayed at the gullibility of some other 
residents. There is no question that 
people are much busier than they were 
in years past; the raising of families and 
taking care of other personal matters 
has consumed the vast majority of resi- 
dents. But | pose this important ques- 
tion to all residents: Do you really care 
about Romulus? After all, this is your 
home. Injust over one week, you will go 
to the ballot box to elect our leadership 
for the next four years — the first four- 
year term inthe history of Romulus as a 
city.

It'S natural that when Metro Detroit- 
ers think of going from place to place, 
thoughts turn to Romulus. Now, thanks 
to the Community Based Service Plan 
between the home of the international 
airport and SMART (Suburban Mobility 
Authority for Regional Transportation), 
folks inthe busy western Wayne County 
community have an easy way to travel 
by land. Romulus is the latest city to 
enter a Community Transit partnership 
with SMART. 

On Thursday, October 16, Romu- 
lus Mayor William Oakley, SMART Gen- 
eral Manager Rick Kaufman, and other 
City and SMART officials were at the 
Romulus Recreation Department for a 
ribbon-cutting ceremony to introduce a 
new 24-foot, 15-passenger bus to the 
Romulus service area. 

The partnership will help Romulus 
provide its seniors and other Parks and 
Recreation groups with reliable, safe, 
and affordable transportation to any- 
thing from medical appointments to 
group outings at baseball games. 

“The new bus won't be used strictly 
for one specific group of people," said 
Recreation Director Debbie Dick. "We'll 
use the bus for not only our senior 
citizens, but for youth groups attending 
events like Tigers games, as well." 





Romulus is already serviced by a 
number of SMART routes along Ecorse 
and Middlebelt Roads, but the new 
Community Transit vehicle will better 
accommodate the needs of specialized 
groups in the City. The vehicle is also 
air-conditioned and wheelchair-acces- 
sible for comfort. 

Romulus plans to operate the bus 
onan"as needed" basis until the ground- 
work for a daily system is in place. For 
more information on SMART services, 
call 313-962-5515.

Debbie Romak 

Councilwoman Debbie Romak's 
remarks began on a note of gratitude. 

"First, | would like to thank the citi- 
zens of Romulus for allowing me to 
serve our community from 1995 to 
1997,"she stated. "It was both an honor 
and a privilege to do so. The past two 
years have been an interesting learning 
experience, and, if given the opportu- 
nity, |! would like to continue to represent 
you on City Council." 

Romak sees herself as achampion 
of the people. 

"Many appreciate my independence 
and determination to protect and en- 
sure the health, safety, and well-being 
of our citizens,” she said. "] have been 
very vocal in expressing those con- 
cerns and will continue to fight the good 
fight for the people. | have successfully 
established acitizens advisory commit- 
tee to address our local and neighbor- 
hood issues. Bringingthe people's voice 
to every meeting, keeping their best 
interest first, is very important to me. It 
is imperative that citizens are part of the 
process." 

Two keys to successful government, 
says Romak, are preparation and 
communication. 

"There are many factors to con- 
sider before making a decision. Doing 
your homework, researching, and utiliz- 
ing all the resources available on the 
issue before you will enable you to 
make good decisions," she explained. 
"We must stay connected, meetingona 
regular basis with our lobbying firm, 
county commissioners, state represen- 

tatives and senators, and congress to 
assure that our needs are being ad- 
dressed, and we are represented at all 
levels of government." 

Romak is especially excited about 
the City's numerous new development 
projects. 

"The four new residential develop- 
ments starting inour community are the 
first in 20 years," she enthused. "There 
are also many desirable businesses 
that want to locate within our city limits. 
One of my visions, my dream, is now 
becoming a reality." 


Further development, she believes, 
must be carefully planned: "Progress 
can be achieved by working together in 
harmony with already established dis- 
tricts, careful rezoning, andthe creation 
of special land-use approvals. Council 
members rely on recommendations by 
our boards and commissions, but, ulti- 
mately, the elected officials are held 
accountable by the people for the ac- 
tions taken." 

Romak says that such planning is 
necessary to avoid the mistakes of the 
past — as, for example, in the cases of 
truck-related industry and the granting 
of tax abatements. 

"The increased number of trucks 
traveling through our community has 
become hazardous and a burden to our 
residents living in the heavy traffic ar- 
eas," she said. "We must address how 
much more land will be consumed for 
trucking andtrucking-affiliated business. 

"Tax abatements should be granted 
only in very limited situations," she con- 
tinued. "After researching and obtain- 
ing information from the Assessor's of- 
fice, | have found our 1997 IF Ts are 22% 
of the total tax base. Yet, according to 
the State, anything over five percent of 
the assessment roll could be consid- 
ered a financial burden. The City of 
Romulus has carried the burden for too 
long.” 

On the subject of roads, Romak 
said, "Roads are a never-ending task 
for all cities; many are still in need of 
repair and improvement. Our Act 51 
transportation fund for major and local 
roads for '96/'97 is only $1,044,268 .25. 
We need to watch for any proposed 
legislative changes from Lansing and 
what effects those changes, if any, will 
have on our Act 51 funding. We need to 
establish a more workable road-paving 
program." 

Among Romak's other stated con- 
cerns are: 

e Airport noise ("Although Council has 
made many attempts to communi- 
cate with Wayne County regarding a 
solution to Airport noise, the prob- 
lemremains unresolved," she stated. 
"| will continue to voice the people's 
concerns. Residents have waited 
far too long for relief."); 

° recreation ("| am supportive of the 
recently formed City/School Com- 
mittee, and would be willing to re- 
view carefully any plans that would 
be acceptable to the people,” said 
Romak.); and 

e senior-citizen housing and Services. 

"There are many issues still facing 
our community," she concluded. "| be- 
lieve that | have the insight and leader- 
ship to anticipate the needs of our com- 
munity, the ability to help develop strat- 
egies, and a careful plan to meet those 
needs as we move into the next century: 
Working together, we can build a solid 


future and better our quality of life." 


Romak, 43, is the daughter of John 
and Elinore Ryan, who still reside in 
Romulus. The 1972 Romulus High 
School alumna has made Romulus her 
home for 32 years. She and her hus- 
band of 23 years, Ted, have two chil- 
dren: Ryan, age 15, and Lauren, who is 
12. 

Besides the two years she has de- 
voted to Romulus during her freshman 
Council term, Romak: 

- has been amember of the Compen- 
sation Review Board andthe Romu- 
lus Mayor's Drug Task Force, as well 
as a past vice-president of the Barth 
Elementary School PTC;

Pumpkin Festival Committee, Wayne 
County Commissioner Bruce Patter- 
son's Advisory Group, and the AFL- 
ClO; 

« has served as a spokesperson for 
Romulus Environmentalists Care 
About People (RECAP), received 
an Environmental Achievement 
Award from the Ecology Center of 
Ann Arbor, and been recognized for 
"Making the Quality of Life Better for 
Working Men and Women" by the 
Southeastern Michigan Coalition of 
Occupational Safety and Health; 

e has completed a Michigan Munici- 
pal League educational program for 
newly elected officials. 

She has received endorsements from 

the UAW, AFL-CIO, AFSCME, and the 

Detroit Building Trades Council.

Bill Wadsworth 

lf Bill Wadsworth, who was first 
electedin 1983, is reelected next month, 
he will become the longest continu- 
ously serving City Councilman in the 
history of Romulus. 

"| feel it has been an honor and 
privilege to serve the citizens of Romu- 
lus, and! amtruly grateful for their many 
years of support,” he said. "I hope that 
voters willonce again affirm their faith in 
me on November 4." 

A U.S. Army veteran and longtime 
member of St. Aloysius Catholic Church, 
Wadsworth received an Associate's 
degree in criminal justice from Henry 
Ford Community College, then contin- 
ued his studies at Madonna College, 
earning a Bachelor's degree. 

Wadsworth has been a Romulus 
resident for the past 30 years. He and 
his wife Jean, a registered nurse at 
Oakwood Hospital, have been married 
for the same length of time. The couple 
has three sons — James, Bill, and John 
—andone grandchild, Sarah, who is the 
daughter of John and his wife Julie. 

A Deputy Wayne County Sheriff for 
30 years, Wadsworth is currently a unl- 
formed Sergeant and shift supervisor at 
Metro Airport. But the fact that he works 
for the County doesn't keep him from 
being outspoken about Airport issues. 


"| feel that the County has pur- 
chased too much-property too quickly, 
and has not kept its promises on noise 
abatement for homeowners,” he de- 
clared. "Although | accept that Airport 
expansion will continue, | will not sacri- 
fice the quality of life of any of our 
residents, and | hope that other Council 
members will follow this lead. Resi- 
dents first, not developers!" 

Another of Wadsworth's priorities is 
residential development. 

"Since | strongly favor continued 
growth of single-family homes in Romu- 
lus, | am especially pleased with the 
three new subdivisions planned for the 
near future,” he stated. 

He would also like to see all our 
city's youth attending Romulus schools. 

"At present, many of our young 
people attend various out-of-town school 
districts, including Woodhaven and 
Wayne/Westland," he explained. "I'dlike 
to see that change. 

"My wife and | are proud that all 
three of our children attended Romulus 
schools, graduated, went on to receive 
college degrees, and are now gainfully 
employed," he added. "As far as |'m 
concerned, this is a positive reflection 
on the fine teachers and other staff 
members in the Romulus schools." 

On the subject of taxes and tax 
abatements, Wadsworth was adamant. 

"| do not favor, nor will | vote for, any 
City tax increase," he stated. "We must 
work with the current City millage, and 
should even look to a possible tax mill- 
age rollback. 

"| believe that tax abatements have 
outlived their usefulness, and the City 
Council should revisit this issue," he 
continued. "The County of Wayne and 
the State of Michigan claim that Romu- 
lus has this Airport gem for develop- 
ment. If that's the case, then let the 
developers pay their fair share of taxes." 

Wadsworth says that many roads 
were paved during his first 14 years on 
Council, and hopes to work to continue 
that trend if reelected. He's also proud 
of the fact that he has been an opponent 
of the Environmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS) deep-well project since day one. 

"When the project first came before 
Council, | studied the proposal thorough- — 
ly and made a conscious decision that 
this was not in the best interest of the 
citizens and would have a negative 
impact on Romulus for years to come,” 

he said. "Today, Romulus is paying the 
price for environmental decisions made 
by government 50 years ago! This coun- 
cilman will never be a part of that. We 
must protect our citizens and prohibit 
anyone from tampering with our envi- 
ronment. | find no gray area on this 
issue. Either you are for it or against it.” 
Ashe looksto the future, Wadsworth -
